A Brief History of the 
Royal Corps of Transport 


The orgins of the Royal Corps of Transport can be traced from 1415 when such 
personalities as Master of the Baggage Train” and the ‘““‘Baggage Sergeant” were 
appointed to supply Henry V on his campaigning. 

The first acknowledged military transport organisation was raised in 1794 as the 
Corps of Waggoners and then, five years later, with a balanced establishment of 
officers and soldiers, it ranked in the Army List as a mounted Corps after the 29th 
Dragoons. 

As the Royal Waggon Train between 1802 and 1833, it gained the battle honours 
of Peninsula and Waterloo. Mounting costs of the Army caused its disbandment 
and, when the administrative chaos of the Crimean War of 1854—7 underlined the 
importance of a properly organised transport system, a Land Transports Corps, 
under W. M. S. McMurdo, was formed. This marked the beginning of an apprecia- 
tion of the importance of logistics in the British Army. 

With the establishment of the Military Train in 1856 from the Land Transport 
Corps, the Corps saw intense activity overseas; two Victorian Crosses were 
awarded during the Indian Mutiny and the Corps gained three further battle 
honours for Lucknow, Taku Forts and Pekin. 

The first Army Service Corps was formed from the Military Train in 1869 but it 
was without its own officers and was commanded, firstly, by the Control Depart- 
ment, and then, by the Commissariat and Transport Department. During this 
period the Victoria Cross was awarded to Assistant Commissary James Dalton for 
his action at Rorke’s Drift in January 1879. After another change in title to the 
Commissariat and Transport Corps, it was commanded by the Commissariat and 
Transport Staff. 

A fully combatant Army Service Corps was formed in 1888 and for the next 
seventy-seven years the supply and transport functions were to remain together and 
provide a vital service to the Army in peace and in war. 

The Corps suffered tens of thousands of casualties during the First World War 
among whom over 9,000 gave their lives. Victoria Crosses were awarded to Second 
Lieutenant Alfred Herring, Army Service Corps, and to Private Richard Masters, 
Army Service Corps. 


In 1918 King George V conferred the prefix “Royal” on the Army Service Corps. 

The Royal Army Service Corps took on many roles during the Second World 
War—tank transport, amphibian, airborne, air despatch, and maritime units added 
to the reputation of the Corps. The Corps Roll of Honour, which records the names 
of 10,000 dead, testifies to its members’ devotion to service. 

On 15 July 1965 the Royal Army Service Corps was redesignated the Royal 
Corps of Transport and, in the rationalisation of the major Army services, it 
became responsible for all modes of transport, the movement of troops and freight, 
driver training and road safety. 

Officers and soldiers of the Royal Corps of Tranport are to be found throughout 
the world wherever the British Army is serving.

Colonel Walter H. Blackie, a former magistrate of Glasgow Corporation, has died 
at his home, Tighmonadh, Cardross. He was 63. 

Colonel Blackie served with distinction in the First and Second World Wars. He 
left Glasgow University in 1914 to enlist as a private in the Cameron Highlanders. He 
was demobilised in 1919 as a captain in the Highland Light Infantry, having won the 
Military Cross. 

In the Second World War, Colonel Blackie was in the Middle East more than two 
years. He landed in Normandy on D-Day, he was awarded the C.B.E. and had five 
mentions in despatches.

Extract giving a brief account of the battle of Omdurman, 2nd September, 1898. 

The forward movement began on the 24th August, and the morning of the Ist 
September saw the army halted at Kerreri, about eight miles from Omdurman. It was 
soon known that the Khalifa proposed to assume the offensive. At 3.30 a.m. on the 
2nd, the British forces stood to arms, and at 6.30 a.m. the bulk of the Dervish army, 
estimated at 50,000, advanced into view. Before the Dervishes could be actually 
seen, their near presence was made known by the sound of their voices; few indeed 
who stood in the British ranks that day will ever forget the majestic roar caused by 
the reiteration of the Mahommedan war cry by so many thousand throats, nor forget 
the sight as the hordes of Dervishes appeared in one solid mass, the breadth of which 
seemed limited only by the horizon. 

The Dervishes advanced with the most reckless courage against the murderous fire 
directed upon them over ground which offered but little cover; consequently they 
were mown down in every direction. No body of fanatics of any consequence 
succeeded in approaching within 800 yards of the British, a small party got up to 
about 500 yards, but were shot down to a man. ; 

This phase of the battle lasted about an hour, by the end of which the Khalifa’s 
attack had been effectually beaten off; accordingly the British advanced towards 
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Omdurman. No sooner, however, had the force been put in motion than the Khalifa 
delivered a strong flank attack, which necessitated the counter march of the Ist 
Brigade to support the Soudanese, upon whom it fell and was not thoroughly 


disposed of till 12 noon. 


The British entered Omdurman that night, after having inflicted upon the fol- 
lowers of the Mahdi a loss estimated at 10,000 killed, and 10,000 wounded, thus 
striking a fatal blow to Mahdism, and nobly avenging the death of General Gordon.

I desire to bring to notice the distinguished service, outstanding courage and 
exceptional devotion to duty of T/200499 Dvr. Millea R. R.A.S.C. 

This man was attached with his ambulance car for duty with the South Staffs. Regt. 

The landing was made under heavy mortar fire near Vietri and Dvr. Millea’s 
vehicle was the first vehicle to put ashore. Dvr. Millea picked up the wounded where 
they had fallen, administering hurried first aid, and brought them back to an 
improvised Aid Post. 

Later this post was established forward of the viaduct on the road leading out of 
Vietri, a point which was made the target for heavy and accurate fire from mortar 
and machine-guns. All casualties had to be evacuated over this bridge to an A.D.S. 
which had been set up in the rear. 

On the second day of the assault casualties were heavy and included both German 
and Italian wounded. These cases had to be got back to the A.D.S. Dvr. Millea made 
30 journeys over this bullet swept bridge. His ambulance was twice disabled by 
shrapnel and his windscreen smashed by a sniper’s bullet. Dvr. Millea set about 
making the necessary repairs under what scanty cover was available and succeeded 
on each occasion in making his vehicle roadworthy. 

On his return from the last journey to the A.D.S. Dvr. Millea learnt that some 
casualties were still lying uncollected. Using a “‘Jeep”’ which was more suitable, he 
went out under cover of darkness and succeeded in bringing in 14 wounded. 

During the entire operation from 9th to 22nd September, Dvr. Millea continued to 
work with the same skill and courage and in all evacuated 550 cases, including 
civilians, covering a distance of 1500 miles, mostly under fire.

& Polden Ltd., 1939. 

In 1918 the Armistice was signed and fighting ended. The Corps had expanded 
fifty-fold from a strength of 6,500 in 1914 to one of 326,000 in 1918. Its M.T. vehicles 
multipled over 1,000 times, from some 100 vehicles in 1914 to some 120,000 in 1918. 

Before the war the Corps fed 164,000 men and 27,000 animals daily, but at the 
Armistice these numbers had risen to nearly 5,400,000 and 896,000 respectively. 

The close of the war found the Corps at the height of its prestige. It had rationed 
men and women, fighting troops, labour corps, prisoners of war and civilian 
populations. Indians, Chinaman, Kaffirs, Egyptians, Fijians, Malays, West Indians— 
Allies and every race under the British flag had been maintained by it. It had fed 
animals from donkeys in Gallipoli and messenger dogs in France to horses, camels 
and even, in North Russia, reindeer. 

In the mountains of Macedonia, the bush of East Africa, the deserts of Palestine 
and Mesopotamia, and in the snow of North Russia it proved equal to every 
reasonable demand made upon it. The late Sir John Fortescue, the Army Historian, 
wrote: “I have weighed my words carefully before I say that Sir Redvers Buller, who 
made the Army Service Corps, wrought not less towards the winning of the late war 
than Herbert, Earl Kitchener, himself”. 

On 29th December, 1918, His Majesty King George V honoured us by conferring 
the title “Royal” in appreciation of our services in the war. 

During the war 280 officers and 8,187 warrant officers, non-commissioned officers 
and men of our Corps gave their lives, and a memorial tablet commemorating their 
sacrifice was placed in the north side of the Headquarter Building of the Training 
Centre, Aldershot.

Java 1811 

The expedition was under the command of General Sir Samuel Auchmuty, but the 
Governor-General of India, Lord Minto, himself accompanied the troops, in order 
to arrange for the civil administration of the Dutch islands, several of which, had 
already fallen into our hands. 

The troops selected comprised two Madras and one Bengal division, and were 
brigaded as follows. 

First Madras Division—Major-General R. R. Gillespie: 25th Light Dragoons 

(260), Horse Artillery (152), the 14th (West Yorkshire), a wing of the 59th (East 

Sete the 89th (Royal Irish Fusiliers), and four companies of European 

appers. 

Second Madras Division—Colonel Gibbs, of the 59th (East Lancashire): 22nd 

Light Dragoons (154), Royal Artillery (98), a wing of the 59th (East Lancashire), 

the 69th (Welsh), and the 78th (Seaforth Highlanders). 

The Bengal division was under command of Major-General Wood, and consisted 
of the Governor-General’s Bodyguard, the 1st Battalion of the Bengal Native 
Infantry, and five battalions of sepoys, who had volunteered from the whole of the 
regiments of the Bengal army, and who were designated as the Ist, 2nd, 3rd, 4th, and 
Sth Regiments of Bengal Volunteers. On the force being broken up, these men 
returned to their own regiments, receiving the medal which the Governor-General 
caused to be struck for the expedition, and so it comes about that, with the exception 
of the Bodyguard and the Madras Sappers, no native corps bears the distinction 
“Java” on its colours. 

The total strength of the expeditionary force amounted to 5,344 British and 5,770 
native troops. On August 4 the troops disembarked at a place called Chillingcherry, 
some ten miles east of the capital, meeting with no opposition; but on the 10th the 
advanced brigade, under Gillespie, a most dashing officer, who had distinguished 
himself greatly in the West Indies, had a sharp encounter with the French, who were 
driven back, our casualties amounting to 90 killed and wounded. On the 20th the 
siege of Fort Cornelis was commenced, the Admiral landing a naval brigade and 
some heavy guns to aid in the operations. On the 26th the fort was carried by assault, 
Gillespie again distinguishing himself, pursuing the beaten enemy with the 22nd 
Light Dragoons for a distance of thirty-five miles, capturing 2 general, 30 field, and 
214 other officers; 280 guns and 6,000 prisoners fell into our hands as a consequence 
of this bold attack, and the operations were brought to a conclusion by the 
unconditional surrender of the island. Gillespie, who was left in command on the 
departure of the Governor-General, experienced some difficulty in inducing the 
natives to learn submission, and a number of expeditions were necessary ere peace 
was fully restored. On the institution of the Military General Service Medal in 1847, 
the survivors of the expedition received that medal with a clasp inscribed “Java”. The 
Governor-General, on his own initiative, at the conclusion of the operations, 
bestowed gold medals on field officers and silver medals on all other ranks; but the 
privilege of wearing these was confined to officers and men in the service of the East 
India Company.

When the Military General Service was finally sanctioned, despite formidable 
opposition from the Duke, two purely cavalry affairs, those of Sahagun 21st 
December, 1808 and Benevente 29th December 1808, were amongst the actions 
considered worthy of a bar. A certain amount of confusion has always existed in 
respect of the issue of bars appertaining to these two actions, though the principal 
was in itself simple, that of a bar for Sahagun or for Benevente to an individual 
engaged in any of the two actions, or a bar bearing the names of both to a man 
present at the two affairs; unfortunately confusion has always existed due to the lapse 
of time, plus, of course, the loss of many records consequent on the chaos of the 
retreat to Corunna almost immediately subsequent to Sahagun and Benevente. 

As a direct result of this confusion many claimants received the bar ‘“‘Sahagun and 
Benevente’’, when in point of fact they were entitled to only one of these, this may be 
said to apply to the bulk of the cavalry except 10th and 15th Hussars, the latter 
regiment in particular being entitled to Sahagun only, and which was subsequently 
granted to be borne as a battle honour. The 15th King’s Hussars being the only 
regiment thus honoured. 
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The next paragraphs will, I hope, prove that the M.G.S. medal that bears a bar 
Sahagun, was most certainly in the case of the 15th Hussars, earned the hard way, 
and that any collector who treasures the medals of those men who were “‘in at the 
sharp end” must surely find it a “must” high on his list of prospective purchases. 

Lord Paget commanding the cavalry during the Corunna campaign, was undoub- 
tedly far more advanced in his tactical appreciation of a situation than were most of 
his contemporaries, his plan for the capture of the town of Sahagun and with it also 
the two regiments of French cavalry which were billeted there, was everything that a 
plan should be, crisp, concise and eminently clear, to even the dimmest witted. 

The essence of the plan was that of surprise, and to achieve this, the approach must 
be made in the dark the attack at first light; thus a high standard of march discipline 
and accurate timing was essential; the force selected to achieve this consisted of 10th 
Hussars, 15th Hussars and according to Paget himself 7 guns Royal Artillery, though 
some accounts give only four guns, 7th Hussars. Paget’s own regiment, provided his 
personal escort of about 12 men, though the exact number is in some doubt. 

The task to be performed was that the 10th Hussars would rush to the bridge 
leading into the town and with the element of surprise favouring, drive the French 
through the town out into the open on the other side, where would be the 15th 
Hussars waiting to close the trap. 

About 10 p.m. 20th December, 1808 Lord Paget with his force rendezvoused at a 
point about 12 miles from Sahagun, the weather could not have been worse, it was 
extremely dark, a severe frost and sleeting, just about as soul destroying a night as 
was possible. At 1 a.m. 21st December the force moved off on its approach march, 
there is something distinctly nasty about the sound of ‘tone a.m.”’, and not much 
imagination is needed to conjure up a mental picture of saddling up in the dark a 
hungry and, therefore, irritable horse, numbed fingers struggling with buckles made 
stiff by frost and all the time the Troop Sergeant Major breathing down your neck, 
telling you some interesting facts about your ancestry; when finally the force was on 
the road its problems were far from being over, the going was, of course, extremely 
slippery which in itself makes the horses more nervous and, of course, more likely to 
fall with possibly broken bones the fate of both horse and rider. 

Despite the hazards of the journey however, the estimated time of arrival at the 
objective was achieved, so that at 6.30 a.m. the 10th Hussars in accordance with 
orders thundered across the bridge into the town of Sahagun, and without encounter- 
ing any resistance finally emerged on the other side of the town in time to join the 
15th in pursuit of a beaten enemy. 

The 15th Hussars, it will be remembered, has to pass around the town and there 
await the French driven out of the town like a flock of sheep by the 10th. 

But it was here in the last phase of the approach that luck deserted the force. The 
advance guard of the 15th, in the dark, rode right slap into a French picket and 
though in the ensuring clash the bulk of the enemy were either killed or captured, one 
man only it is believed escaped and raised the alarm in Sahagun. 

Consequent upon this that when the 1Sth arrived in position it was to see not a 
herd of dismounted and rudely awakened men milling madly around, but two 
regiments of cavalry fully alert, mounted and moving in columns away from 
Sahagun, a distinctly different proposition to what had been expected. 

The 15th Hussars never hesitated however, breaking into a trot the Regiment 
proceeded on a parallel with the enemy and about 80 yards separating the two 
columns, having gained sufficient ground to, prevent any risk of being outflanked, the 
Regiment wheeled into line and immediately charged, according to the Adjutant the 
men shouting ‘““Emsdorff’’. (The 15th Hussars at this time was one of the few 
Regiments that boasted battle honours, Ensdorff being the first that the Regiment 
has won). 

The wheel into line, followed by the charge, was so quickly and efficiently executed 
coupled with the irresistable impetus and shock of the charge, that large numbers of 
the enemy were unhorsed and ridden over immediately, the remainder breaking and 
being pursued pell-mell for nearly a mile before finally escaping the excited men of 
the 15th who finally were brought to a halt, thus avoiding the fate of so many British 
Cavalrymen pursuing too far. 

The French had between 700-800 men in action, losing about 200, mostly 
prisoners though many of these were wounded. The 15th considering what the 
Regiment had achieved got off fairly lightly, 4 killed, 21 wounded from an approxi- 
mate strength of 400. The bulk of the wounds were sabre cuts which were often 
difficult to heal, though no doubt the bitter cold was in the case of some an aid that it 
checked bleeding. 

Scanning through the medal rolls of the 15th Hussars for the M.G.S. and Waterloo 
it is interesting to note that some that were wounded at Sahagun survived the 
subsequent retreat to Corunna, the hazards of the voyage back to England, served 
again in Spain 1813—14, were present at the Battle of Waterloo and finally survived 
to receive their M.G.S. medal in 1848, really tough old ‘‘donkey wallopers’’.

I wish to place on record my appreciation of your gallantry and devotion to duty 
during the attack on Hollebeke on 31st July 1917 acting as Battn. Medical Orderly, 
throughout the whole day you dressed and tended the wounded in the open under 
heavy shell fire arranging for their evacuation and controlling the Stretcher Bearers. 

At the risk of your own life you undoubtedly saved many lives and set a fine example 
of bravery and self sacrifice to all ranks.

For exceptional gallantry and devotion to duty during the attack on Hollebeke 31st 
July 1917, while acting as battalion medical orderly after the Medical Officer had 
been wounded. He went forward at 3.50 a.m. close behind the assaulting waves and 
immediately began tending the wounded and superintending their clearance under 
heavy shell fire. When daylight came he frequently became the target for heavy rifle 
and machine-gun fire as he moved about from one wounded man to another, dressing 
their wounds and getting them taken away on stretchers. During the whole of this 
period he was absolutely in the open and under heavy fire, but he showed a complete 
contempt of danger in the conduct of his duty. Apart from his personal gallantry his 
example was magnificent incentive to others, and by risking his life to give immediate 
attention to the wounded, instead of waiting for them to be brought to the Aid Post, 
he undoubtedly saved many lives. Only once during the day did he return to the Aid 
Post in our old front line, for the purpose of getting an additional party of stretcher 
bearers to clear the wounded whom he had dressed in and near Hollebeke. He 
attended to all the wounded collected at the Aid Post, and then, hearing that another 
doctor was coming, he returned to Hollebeke and continued his work under heavy 
fire without rest till 11 p.m. Only then, having dressed and cleared all the wounded 
that he could find, did he return to the Aid Post, where he fell down exhausted and 
unconscious.

Decorations Bestowed at the Barracks 


A presentation took place at noon today on the Barracks Square, when Cpl. W. H. 
Dinsdale, K.R.R., 10, Church Place, Hopwood Lane, was presented with the 
D.C.M. and the bar to the Military Medal. Col. Parsons, who made the presentation, 
said that on July 31, 1917, Cpl. Dinsdale was acting as orderly to the medical officer. 
The Germans were shelling the trenches very heavily, and the medical officer was 
wounded, but Cpl. Dinsdale carried on from 3.30 a.m. to 11.30 p.m. He twice went 
to Headquarters, nearly a mile away, to fetch stretchers, etc. He was awarded the 
D.C.M. for this gallantry, and on another occasion in May, 1917, his company under 
very heavy fire had to retire and leave a wounded man behind, but Cpl. Dinsdale 
turned back and brought the wounded soldier in. In February, 1918, he was awarded 
the Belgian Croix-de-Guerre by the King of the Belgians. Col. Parsons then pinned 
on the decorations and congratulated Cpl. Dinsdale on his gallantry. The gallant 
solider is an old Trinity and Rishworth Grammar School boy.

Extract from Dictionary of National Biographies:— 

COTTON, Sir STAPLETON (1773-1865), sixth baronet, first VISCOUNT COMBERMERE, field- 
marshal, colonel 1st life guards, and constable of the Tower of London, was second son and Sth child of 
Sir Robert Salusbury Cotton, fifth baronet of Combermere Abbey, Whitchurch, Shropshire, by his wife 
Frances, daughter and coheiress of Colonel James Russell Stapleton of Boddrhyddon, Denbighshire, 
and was born at the old seat of the Stapletons, Llewenny Hall, Denbighshire, where his father resided 
until he succeeded to the baronetcy, on 14 Nov. 1773. His father, who sat in parliament for Cheshire for 
forty years, was ardently devoted to country pursuits, and kept up an open-handed hospitality, which 
eventually caused him to sell the Stapleton estates for 200,000/. At the age of eight, Stapleton Cotton 
was sent to a grammar school at Audlem, a few miles from his father’s park gates, where Vernon 
Harcourt, afterwards archbishop of York, was one of his schoolfellows, and where his education was 
greatly neglected. A quick, lively boy, he was known by his family as “Young Rapid,’ and was continually 
in scrapes. Afterwards, he was four years at Westminster School (entered 28 Jan. 1785), his father at 
that time having a town house in Berkeley Square. Next he went to a private military academy at 
Norwood House, Bayswater, kept by Major Reynolds of the Shropshire militia, where he learned little 
more than cleaning his fire-lock and accoutrements. On 26 Feb. 1790 he obtained a second lieutenancy 
without purchase in the 23rd royal Welsh fusiliers, and joined that corps in Dublin the year after. He 
became first lieutenant 16 March 1791, and did duty with the regiment until 28 Feb. 1793, when he was 
promoted to a troop in the 6th carabiniers. That fine regiment—the old 3rd Irish horse—was then 
notoriously Irish in tone, and the hard-drinking and duelling proclivities of his brother officers gave 
‘Little Cotton’s’ friends some concern, but his temperate habits and good temper kept him out of 
trouble. He embarked with his regiment in August 1793, and joined the Duke of York’s army just after 
the siege of Dunkirk, and made the campaigns of that year and the following spring, when he was 
present at Prémont and the cavalry battle at Cateau in 1794. A few days the latter Cotton was promoted 
to a majority in the 59th foot, and on 9 March 1794, at the age of twenty-one, became lieutenant-colonel 
of the newly raised 25th light dragoons, then known as Gwyn’s hussars. He commanded the regiment at 
several stations in the south of England, including Weymouth, where he was a good deal noticed by 
George III and the royal family, and in 1796 embarked with it for the Cape and India. The regiment 
arrived at the Cape about July 1796, and, in view of an expected attack by the French and Dutch fleets on 
the colony, was at once mounted on Boer horses, in readiness for field services. Cotton commanded the 
advance guard of the force sent from Cape Town to Saldanha Bay, which witnessed the surrender, on 18 
Aug. 1795, of the Dutch ships which had escaped when the colony was taken by the British in September 
1795. The 25th dragoons then went on to Madras, and served through the campaign against Tippoo 
Sahib in 1799, including the battle of Malavelle and the siege of Seringapatam, during which Cotton 
appears to have made acquaintance with Colonel Arthur Wellesley. Cotton’s elder brother, Robert, 
having died, his father, anxious for the return of his surviving son, procured for him an exchange home. 
Accordingly, he left the 25th (re-numbered a year or two later as the 22nd) light dragoons at Madras 
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early in 1800, and joined the 16th light dragoons on the Kentish coast. There he met and, after a three 
months’ courtship, married his first wife, Lady Anna Maria Clinton, a beautiful girl of nineteen, then 
staying at Margate with her mother, who was the widow of the third Duke of Newcastle, and afterwards 
married to General Catline Cranford. Cotton was next stationed with his regiment at Brighton for some 
time, and then proceeded with it to Ireland, and was stationed at Gort, where his eldest son was born, 
and afterwards in Dublin, where the 16th were quartered during Emmett’s insurrection. Cotton, who 
attained the rank of colonel on 1 Jan. 1800, became a major-general 30 Oct. 1805, and for a time had 
command of a cavalry brigade at Weymouth under the Duke of Cumberland. In 1806 he was returned 
for Newark and sat for the borough until his elevation to the peerage. His wife, to whom he was tenderly 
attached, died in 1807, of a rapid decline, and for some time after Cotton remained in retirement with 
his family. In August 1808 he was despatched to Vigo with a brigade composed of the 14th and 16th light 
dragoons, the destination of which was changed to Lisbon. The brigade was employed on the Portuguese 
frontier during Moore’s campaign in Spain, and afterwards served in the north of Portugal in 1809, 
including the operations against Oporto. Until the arrival of Lieutenant-general Payne, Cotton was in 
command of the whole of the allied cavalry. At Talavera he commanded a brigade and did signal service, 
unrecorded in despatches (see Comb. Corresp. i. 121-2). News reached him of his father’s death at the 
end of the year, and in January 1810 he went home. A baronet with a goodly estate, which, through his 
father’s unbusiness-like habits, was sorely in need of supervision, a man of fashion and well received in 
society, Cotton had many inducements to remain at home; but he preferred to pursue a military career, 
his qualifications for which, owing, perhaps, to his very youthful appearance at the time, and his modest 
reticence in regard of his services, were not always fully recognised. He is described at the time as of 
moderate stature, sparely built, very active, and an excellent horseman. He possessed a special aptitude 
for inspecting troops of all arms, particularly his own, having an intimate knowledge of details, and 
never allowing ‘smartness’ to serve as a cloak for deficiencies. Splendid in dress—his uniform and horse 
trappings were declared to be worth 500 guineas ransom—and ever foremost in danger, he was known as 
the ‘Lion d’Or,’ but not in any case was betrayed into exposing his men or fatiguing his horses 
unnecessarily; and Wellington, who recognised the imperative need of husbanding his inadequate force 
of cavalry, was wont to declare that in entrusting an order to Cotton he knew it would be carried out with 
discretion as well as zeal. On rejoining the army in the summer of 1810 Cotton was appointed to the 
command of the Ist division, and afterwards to that of the whole of the allied cavalry, with the local rank 
of lieutenant-general. He attained the same rank in the British army 1 Jan. 1812. Among his more 
important services at the head of the cavalry—which constituted a separate division after May 1811, the 
divisional cavalry and other duties being detached therefrom as needed—may be mentioned the 
covering of the long retreat from Almeida to Torres Vedras, lasting from July to September 1810, in 
which not a single baggage-wagon was left behind; the brilliant affair at Llerena, on 11 April 1812, 
during a cavalry demonstration towards Seville, when, by judicious measures concerted amid all the 
difficulties of a night march, he attacked and overthrew a superior force of Soult’s rearguard; his 
foresight at Castrejon, near Salamanca, on 18 July 1812, when with Anson’s brigade of cavalry and the 
4th and light divisions he held Marmont’s entire army at bay and baffled plans that would have 
jeopardised the whole British army; and his services at the battle of Salamanca, where he was second in 
command under Lord Wellington, and led the famous charge of Le Marchant’s and Anson’s heavy 
brigades. A chance volley severely wounded Cotton in the right arm, and it was feared would have 
necessitated amputation. His arm was saved, and he went home, Lord Wellington writing to Colonel 
Torrens, the military secretary: ‘Sir Stapleton Cotton is gone home. He commands our cavalry very 
well—indeed much better than some that might be sent to us and might be supposed cleverer than he is.’ 
Wellington appears to have objected to Lord Bathurst’s idea of conferring a peerage on Cotton, for fear 
of giving umbrage to Marshal Beresford, who was Cotton’s senior in the army (Suppl. Desp. vii. 484). 
While at home Cotton became engaged to his second wife, Caroline, second daughter of Captain W. 
Fulke Greville, royal navy. A passage out of twenty-eight days made him three days late for the battle of 
Vittoria, but he commanded the allied cavalry throughout the ensuing campaigns in Spain and the south 
of France up to the peace, including the actions in the Pyrenees, at Orthez, and at Toulouse. On his 
return home Cotton, who had already received the red ribbon of the Bath, was raised to the peerage as 
Baron Combermere of Combermere Abbey, with a pension of 2,000/. a year for his own and two 
succeding lives. His second marriage (18 June 1814) took place at Lambeth Palace, at eleven o’clock on 
the night of the grand entertainment to the allied sovereigns at the Guildhall, where the new peer was 
one of the guests. The lady was twenty years his junior, but the marriage promised to be in all respects a 
happy one. Among other points in common were their musical tastes, Combermere having some vocal 
and musical pretensions and his wife being an accomplished musician. Napoleon’s return from Elba 
brought Combermere to the front again, but to the Duke of Wellington’s annoyance the command of the 
cavalry in Belgium was given to Lord Uxbridge, afterwards Marquis of Anglesey. The appointment was 
known to have been made at the instance of the Prince Regent, and Combermere’s biographers assume 
that the latter credited Combermere with a share in some gossip set afloat in Brighton years before 
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concerning the prince’s relations with Mrs. Fitzherbert. On the very day after Waterloo the duke wrote: 
‘We must have Lord Combermere, if he will come.’ He came at his old leader’s call, arriving in Paris on 
18 July 1815, and commanded the whole of the allied cavalry in France until the following year, when 
the reduction of the army of occupation deprived him of his post. In 1817 he was appointed governor of 
Barbados and commander-in-chief in the Leeward Islands, which he held until June 1820. During his 
West Indian command Combermere’s tact and sound sense did good service on several occasions, 
notably in restoring friendly relations with the French West India islands, which had been disturbed by a 
supposed discourtesy to the French flag on the part of an English man-of-war. A grievous shock befell 
him soon after his return in the death of his eldest son, who died, quite unexpectedly, of a neglected cold 
and sore throat in 1821. From 1822 to 1825 Combermere was commander-in-chief in Ireland. A 
successor to Sir Edward Paget, as commander-in-chief in India, being then needed, and an expedition 
aginst the fortress of Bhurtpore being not unlikely, Combermere was selected by the court of directors of 
the East India Company as the fittest man for the post, it is said, on the advice of the Duke of Wellington 
(see Comb. Corresp. ii. 29-30). Combermere, who attained the rank of general on 27 May 1825, had by 
that time started for India, leaving Lady Combermere at home. The expedition against Bhurtpore was 
successfully carried out; the great Jat fortress, which had been a standing menace to British rule ever 
since Lord Lake failed against it twenty years before, was taken with comparatively little loss and razed 
to the ground. Combermere was made a viscount in 1827, and on 16 Sept. 1829 colonel of the 1st life 
guards, having already been colonel of the 20th light dragoons 1813-18 and of the 3rd light dragoons 
1821-29. He remained in India for the customary period of five years, during nine months of which he 
acted as governor-general while Lord Amherst was away on the hills, and returned home in 1830. On his 
return Combermere parted from his second wife. On her death bed, at Dover, in January 1837, Lady 
Combermere ‘absolved him of all blame and unkindness throughout their union, and regretted the years 
of happiness lost to both by the misunderstanding’ (ib. ii. 243). In 1838 Combermere married his third 
wife, Mary Woolley Gibbings, only child of Mr. Gibbings of Gibbings Grove, co. Cork, and grandniece 
of an old Minden officer of the same name, who was in command of the royal Welsh fusiliers when 
Combermere served in that corps in Dublin forty-eight years before. The last thirty years of his long life 
were passed in the unostentatious performance of his parliamentary and social duties. An old-fashioned 
conservative, he was opposed to catholic emancipation, and voted against the reform bill, the repeal of 
the corn laws, army short service, and other innovations, but his modest, kindly nature made no political 
foes. He was governor of Sheerness from 1821 until 1852. On the death of the Duke of Wellington he 
was made constable of the Tower of London, and in 1855 a field-marshal. His last public duty was in 
April 1863, at the marriage of the Prince of Wales, when, in the ninetieth year of his age and the 
seventy-third of his military service, he attended as gold stick in brigade waiting. His death was 
accelerated by a severe cold. He died peacefully on 21 Feb. 1865. He was buried in the family vault in the 
parish church of Wrenbury, Shropshire, where there is a monument to his memory. His third wife and 
three children by his second wife, a son and two daughters, survived him. At the time of his death Lord 
Combermere held the military appointments before recounted, was a grand cross of the Bath (1815) 
having been K.B. from 1812; was knight of the Hanoverian Guelphic order (1817), and of the 
Portuguese order of the Tower and Sword; was knight of Star of India (1861) and of St. Ferdinand and of 
Charles III in Spain; and was lord-lieutenant of the Tower Hamlets. For forty-five years he had been 
provincial grand master of the Freemasons in the county of Cheshire. A small cabinet portrait of him, 
about the time he was commander-in-chief in Ireland, taken in the now obsolete uniform of a general of 
British hussars—the gold-barred jacket and pelisse and scarlet overalls, which were his favourite battle 
garb in the Peninsula—is in the National Portrait Gallery. Two others, in possession of the family—one 
representing him as a youthful lieutenant-colonel of twenty-one, in the French-grey uniform of the 25th 
dragoons, the other as a field-marshal of ninety—are engraved in the ‘Combermere Correspondence.’ A 
memorial, in the shape of an equestrian statue, by Marochetti, for which the field-marshal sat repeatedly 
a year or two before his death, has been erected at Chester Castle, the cost of which, amounting to 
5,000/., was defrayed by public subscription in the county.
